Everybody in Santiago knew that the Atlantic fleet, under Admiral 


Henry T. Mayo, was engaged in target practice and maneuvers in Guan- 
tanamo bay. "The battleships could be seen easily enough from the hills, 
and the sound of their guns .could be heard in the city. 


That is to say everybody knew the fleet was there on Feb. 3, 1917. On 


Feb. 5 few knew where it was. The Atlantic fleet had vanished. 


From that time on, -until the war ended, the Atlantic 
fleet 
and all 


other ships of the United States navy moved with a mystery and secretive- 
ness which was designated to keep the enemy guessing. 
—

All the world knows now that the 


British fleet had two main rendez 
vous—one at 
Scapa Flow, in 
the 


Orkney islands, and the other in the 
Firth of Forth, on the east coast of 
Scotland. These our squadron on ser- 
vice in the North sea war zone shar- 
ed with the British. 


Few Knew the Secret 


But the secret rendezvous of the 


Atlantic fleet are known to few per- 
sons outside the 
navy. 
We never 


spoke of them by name at Washing- 
ton, while the war lasted. "Base 1" 
and "Base 2" were the official and 
sufficient designations. Possibly the 
Germans learned where they were; 
if so, the knowledge did them little 
good. These picked rendezvous were 
chosen because they combined the 
two features of abundant space and 
depth for the dreadnaught and lesser 
ships, and an adaptability 
for de- 


fensive purposes which made them

Ready for Submarines 


The possibility of a submarine at- 
tack on this voyage was 
clearly 


recognized, and

the fleet the larger battleships and 
destroyers should proceed at maxi-l 
mum speed via Cacos Channel, while 
the train, mine force and old battle- 
ships—all slower vesels—should go 
in company via the Crooked island 
passage. 


The dreadnaughts and destroyers 


.reached Hampton' roads at 9:30 
o'clock on the morning of March 27. 
The slower ships arrived three days' 
later.

Hampton roads was a most con- 


venient and desirable base in many 
ways, but it was too well known and 
too much exposed. We brought Ad- 
miral Mayo to Washington, and the 
whole matter was discussed. Charts

On the very day on which 
Presi- 


dent Wilson delivered his war mes- 
sage to congress the fleet sailed from 
Hampton~ Roads for its new rendez- 
vous.

part of it, but the

most of us.

this connection), a good pastry is "a 
framework which waits for a picture 
to frame." 


Sour Cream Pie.—Take one cupful 


each of-sour cream, sugar and raisins, 
one egg, one tablespoonful of vinegar, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, the same 
of cinnamon and nutmeg, one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of cloves, mix well 
and bake with two crusts. 


Custard Pie.—There are some cooks 


who think a pie with less than four 
eggs is not to be served on the best 
tables. 
However, a very good pie may 


be prepared with three or even two 
eggs to a pint of milk, adding four or 
five tablespoonfuls of sugar and such 
flavoring as one likes. 
Where two 


eggs are used a tablespoonful of flour 
may be added mixed with a little of 
the cold milk and the pie will be very 
satisfactory, 
though of course 
the 


more eggs used the greater the food 
value. 


Date 
Pie.—Cook one-third of 
a 


pound of dates In the top of a double 
boiler. 
Put through a sieve, then add 


two eggs, a few gratings of nutmeg, 
one-fourth teaspoonful of salt and two 
cupfuls of milk. 
Bake as a custard 


pie. 


Currant Pie.—Take one cupful of 


currants, one cupful of sugar, one- 
fourth cupful of flour, mixed w_ith the 
sugar, two egg yolks and a teaspoon- 
ful of butter with two tablespoonfula 
of water. 
Cook until smooth and turn 


Into a baked crust. 
Cover with a 


meringue marie with the whites of two 
eggs and two to four tablespoonfuls 
of sugar. 
Dot with marshmallows 


and brown. 
The preserved currants 


may be u-,ed for this pie, using nearly 
two cupfuls for the pie.

Washington.—For life first 'time in 


Lhe history of this government an 
officer of the National Guard Is on duty 
as chief of the militia bureau of the 
Wur department. -This pobt always 
has been held by a regular army 
officer, but under a change iu the law 
a National Guardsman holding a fine 
war record has been chosen for the 
place—Brig. Gen. George C. Uickards 
.if Pennsylvania. 


General Rickards has just sent a 


letter to the adjutant general of each 
state proposing the erection of a mem- 
orial building in the Capital City in 
memory and In appreciation 
of 
the 


services of the National Guardsmen of 
the nation. 


It seems likely that In course of 


time there will he emplaced in Wash- 
ington permanent memorials to the 
men of all services who have served 
the country from its foundation. The 
National Guard memorial is a new 
proposition, but already the plan has 
received marks of sympathy and en- 
couragement from all parts of the 
country. 


General Rickards in his letter to the 


adjutant generals gives the -plan, and 
the reasons for its carrying, out. suc- 
cinctly. The letter gives the facts iu 
the case and shows that it Is a letter 
of personal conviction. 


General Rickards' Suggestion. 


, The communication to the adjutant 
generals of the different states in pan 
is as folloxx's. 


"From time Immemorial It has been 


a proper and popular custom to erect 
monuments and buildings of one des- 
cription or another in commemoration 
of those individuals and organizations 
who ha\ e rendered conspicuous service 
to community, state or nation. 


"Memorials have been built to the 


soldier, 
sailor, statesman, 
scientist 


and inventor; to the army and its 
units; t« the navy and its ships; to 
the Red Cross, the Knights of Col- 
umbus, the Salvation Army and others 
which have been identified with the 
great problems of xvar. Perhaps 110 
epoch has been productive " of such 
mementos as the present xvhich has 
been actuated and accentuated by the 
World xvar and the part played in it 
by this nation. 


"For 
years 
the National Guard 


struggled on In the face of many dis- 
advantages, Its officers and men un 
applauded In their efforts, 
making 


personal sacrifices without the hope ot 
expectation of recompense, unless per- 
chance the emergency xvould 
arise 


xvhereby their military teaching and 
learning through these years of volun- 
tary service might be employed to the 
use and advantage of their nation 
Thrice in the ordinary lifetime of man 
has it been the privilege of many 
National Guardsmen to have volun 
teered their services to the federal gov- 
ernment in a common cause, one for 
which - every citizen should feel 
aa 


deeply obligated. 


Memorial Budding Proposed. 


"Are these services of the National 


Guardsmen xvorth commemorating? If 
<o, how can it best be accomplished, 
and what would be a fitting tribute to 
the memory of those National Guards- 
men who have voluntarily given their 
lives in their country's cause? 


"I suggest that nothing could be 


more fitting or indicative of the ap- 
preciation of the services and sacri- 
fices of these officers and men who 
gave their lives on these occasions 
than to erect In the city of Washing- 
ton a monumental bnilding sacred to 
their memories, a monument built by 
the contributions from their 
living 


comrades of both past and present, 
and dedicated to the use and advance- 
ment of the National Guard. 


"Within this building establish the 


headquarters of the National Guard, 
the militlp bureau of the war Depart- 
ment (so-called for the reason that 
our federal Constitution does not pro- 
vide for the term National Guard), in 
which department all of the business 
of the National Guard is transacted. It 
may embrace assembly rooms for the 
purpose of holding meetings of the 
adjutants general and National Guard 
association meetings. 
It might well 


contain a National Guard museum, and 
many of the features of intense in- 
terest and value to the National Guard 


"While I have consulted no one on 


this pro1eot. I am sure that congress 
would look upon it with enough favor 
to pi oxide the site for such a build- 
ing, equip it £or the'militia bureau and 
under >Hti«.factory stipulations main- 
tain it as nil other buildings Of this 
character are maintained under federa 
control." 


Publicity Plans of Conference., 


How 
much 
will 
the 
public 
be 


allowed 
to 
know

tunl dally inner proceedings of the 
conference on disarmament and Far 
East problems which is to start ii 
Washington on Armistice day? Tlx 
oelief is that a considerable part o 
the proceedings will be secret, but 
I 


s believed also that after 'sijir 
imong me conterees day by- <lny. the 
main facts will be given to the press. 


Many of the meetings of the con- 


ference will be open to the press and 
public, but as the hall in the P: n- 
Amerlcun building which lias been, sot 
aside for the use of the conference is 
not by any means a large one, some 
strict attendance regulations will be 
lecessury. 


An inside limit of 2,000 official vis- 


tors lias been set by the authorities 
in estimating the attendance at the 
forthcoming conference on disarma- 
ment. 
This estimate takes no cog- 


lition of what may be called extran- 
eous visitors. 


Newspaper men stationed in Wash- 


ngton are making preparations 
to 


welcome and to look after the com- 
fort of some three hundred of their 
comrades who are expected to arrive 
lere, perhaps properly enough, on or 
about All Saints day from the Old 
World and the New. If the conferees 
decree that the conference is to be 
conducted along the "open covenants 
openly arrived at" plan, the newspa- 
per men, resident and, alien 
alone 


would fill the hall- of confab. 


English and French to BtT Used. 
The proceedings of the conference 


are to be written and printed In two 
anguages, English and French. There 
will be some correspondents in Wash- 
ington who speak neither of these 
languages, but they will get the news 
all the same, for that"lfs a way they 
have. It Is fully expected that every 
European country will be represented 
by newspaper writers, and of course 
Japan will have its writing represen- 
tatixTes on the spot. 


Recently in Washington-there was 


formed 
an 
organization 
which 
is 


called the Overseas Writers' club. Its 
membership is composed entirely^ of 
present 
Washington 
correspondentsj 


who at one time or another haves 
served their newspapers -in foreign 
fields. It was .this newly-formed or- 
anization which gave a luncheon to 


Lord Northcllffe on his visit to Wash- 
ington. It was the club's first formal 
social -function. 


The^State department has been con- 


sulting members of the-National Press 
club, -the Gridiron club, the Overseas 
Writers' club, and more directly than 
was all others, the members of the 
standing committee of correspondents. 


The State department in a general 


xvay xvill look after the comfort and 


some extent the amusement of all 


the visitors from foreign countries, 
but it is to be the special duty and 
pjeasure of the newspaper men to 
ook after their colleagues. The quar- 
ters of the National Press club are 
none too large, but of course every. 
visiting writer will be given a guest 
card, and in addition he will be given 
a temporary card admitting him to 
the txvo press galleries of congress. 


Don't Hope to Abolish 
War. 


The 
Instant that 
the 
disarma- 


ment conference was proposed there 
xvere ex-idences that the American 
people here, there and 
elsewhere, 


following 
the 
line 
of 
their 
"un- 


thinking thought" of 1914, 1915," 1916 
and early 1917, were jumping to the 
conclusion that war for all time was 
to cease, that the United States sotic 
would get rid of its army and navy, 
and that poxvder, shell, dreadnoughts, 
gas and other weapons "and munitions 
of warfare soon would be sent Into 
the nether place of the forgotten. 


So It Is that Washington today is 


getting results in the way of reflex on 
President Hardiug's speech 
to the 


members of the army xvar college in 
which he made the attempt specifically 
to dispel the apparent false hopes of 
many of the American people that the 
coming disarmament conference might 
end xvar for all time. 


It actually was necessary for men 


who understood the situation to write 
words of warning because of the seem- 
ing widespread feeling that the con- 
ference of the winter was certain to 
smooth the front of Mars and to keep 
it smooth for all time. Officials point- 
ed out at the time the fact that there 
Is a wide difference between hope and 
certainty. The President finally felt 
compelled himself to make public his 
views on the subject so that the Amer- 
ican people would not later hold him 
responsible for making false prom- 
ises. Of course he never made anj 
promise, and all that he held out was 
hope 
that 
armaments 
might 
be 


limited. 


Limitation Not Disarmament. 


Loose 'Titing, of which many of 


us are guilty, Is responsible for aorna 
of the misunderstanding concerning 
the scope of the coming conference. 
It is not to be a disarmament confer- 
ence, but a conference on the subject 
of the limitation of armaments. There 
!B a difference between the two things 
which needs no explaining. 


Every government official seemingly 


knows that selfishness will enter large- 
ly into the proceedings of the meet- 
ing betxveen the representatives of 
the nations. It Is pointed out today 
b. a student of the situation that the 
success of the conference will depend 
largely upon the extent to which'con- 
science plays a part in it.

sented formally today to the senate 
by Chairman iPenrose of the finance 
committee, who gave notice that he 
wocld submit the majority 
report 
tomorrow and urge at that time that 
the measure be considered as soon 
as other business of the senate 
would permit. 
Designated to raise approximately 


$3,250,000,000 in revenue this fiscal 
year, the amended measure provides 
for:Repeal of the excess profits tax 
Jan. 1, 1922, as- proposed by the 
house. 
Reduction of the 
maximum" in- 
come surtax rate from 65 per cent 
to 32 per cent, effective next Jan. 1, 
as provided in the house bill, 
but 
with changes made in the 
lower 
brackets so as to reduce the amount 
of surtaxes paid by all individuals. 


Corporation Tax Revision.

ahle year, "such capital net gain 
shall be stated separately from the 
ordinary net 
income in the tax 
payers' return; and only 40 per cent 
of such capital net 
gain shall be 
taken into account in determining 
the amount of the net income upon 
which taxes are imposed by sections 
21, 211 and 230 of this title (the 
normal income, surtaxes and corpo- 
ration tax sections). In any such 
case the tax shall be collected and 
paid upon the sum of the amount of 
ordinary net income plus 40 per 
centum of the amount of the capital 
net gain."

the case of any tax payer, other 
than a corporation, whose ordinary 
net income and capital net gain to- 
gether exceeded $29,000, the total 
tax imposed should be the amount
